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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not found to be 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's argument that the combination of Park, Morita, and Itonaga fails to teach or suggest, without using 
impermissible hindsight reasoning, a sensing lens that tilts in accordance with a ratio of a light spot detected by a photodetector, the 
examiner agrees. However, applicant has not claimed, in claims 1 and 15, where the correction optical device is limited to a sensing lens, 
or any other lens, in a position in which it is the last lens that a beam of light travels through prior to being incident upon a photodetector. 
Therefore, Itonaga's disclosure of a collimator lens being tilted to compensate for comma aberation is seen to be another embodiment of a 
"correction optical device". Further, the disclosure of Park, in view of Itonaga, discloses an alternate direction of movement for the sensing 
lens 57, for the purpose of enabling aberration correction. It should be noted that the prior art, as found in US Patent Application 
Publication 2001/0055255 to Ma et al, discloses the use of tangential and radial push-pull signals obtained for a multi-portion photodetector 
as an indication of the magnituide of tangential and radial tilt. Therefore, the rejections of claims 1, 9, and 15 are stil deemed proper and are 
hereby maintained. 
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
